formed, eays that this Board has issued or- 
dora to the effect that the claims for in- 
domnity arising out of the riot at Chiokiang 
ura to be-settled by the Nanking officials 
without delay. No reference on tho subject 

to be made to Peking, and the reparation 
tobe made is to be full and prompt. So far 
good, ifthe provincial authorities only obey 
instructions, They. will, after the usual 
manner of the Chinese official, no doubt, en- 
deavour to defer: a settlement ua long os 
Possible, but if the Consuls at Chiukiang act.

THE GROWTH OF TRADE IN 
KOBE-HYOGO. 
aie ee 

Wo learn from the Fiji Shiipe that the Kobe 
Chamber of Gommerce has'prepared for trans- 
mission to the authorities a draft memorial with 
regard to the amalgamation of the harbours of 
‘Kobe and Hyogo, ‘Tho momorinlists point, to 
tho proximity of the harbours, divided as they 
are only by the Cope of Kawasaki, and -remark 
that both are equally adapted to. accommodate 
large vessels, The two towns are really one, 
because they are joined by atroots ; theix interests 
sre practically, identical, and togethor they will, 
under the new system of local government, con- 
stitute a Kobe Municipality. Tho commerce of 
Kobe hes of Jate yoars undergone a very large 
increase, and ass result the harbour has become 
inailequate for the demands made on it. The
